there is no public convenience and 
necessity," Gullat, a retired Engi- 
neer Corps officer, said. 


However, Gullatt said the rail- 


roads support water conservation, 
flood control, bank protection, ir- 
rigation, drainage and soil con- 
servation features connected with 
controlling the river.
